With respect to independent claim 1, the prior art either alone or in combination fails to 
disclose, teach or suggest a lifting device comprises: a locking device, and 
a release mechanism comprising a striking element intended to release the lifting 
element, when locked, by means of striking-pin action; wherein the locking device 
comprises: a plurality of spherical elements, and an operating element being movable in 
a lifting direction of the lifting element, wherein the striking element is situated at a 
distance from the operating element and intended to strike the operating element from 
below for moving the operating element from a first position, in which the operating 
element cooperates with the spherical elements so as to lock the lifting element in the 
lifting direction, to a second position, situated above the first position.
